The latest available..information- indicates that ftbout 


two-thirds of the persons o~ii board the Lusitania lost 
their lives. 


The number of passengers is given by the Cunard 


steamship representatives in New York as 1,254 and of 
the crew as 665, a total of 1.919. 
The number of sur- 


vivors now accounted for is 703. This indicates a death 
list of 1,216. 


Hopes that the lits of persons saved may be mate- 


rially increased, were dashed by an announcement from 
the British admiralty that all but one of the rescue fleet 
which put out from Queenstown had reported, and that 
there was little prospects of news of further survivors. 
Nevertheless inquiries are being made all along the coast 
in the hope that other rescues may have been made by 
small craft which put in at isolated points. 


Of the 290 first class passengers, it is now believed 


only 76 were saved. No word has been received of Al- 
fred GWynne Vanderbilt and other prominent men who 
were aboard. This afternoon a cablegram announced 
that the body of Charles Frohman had been recovered. 


The story of the Lusitania came in slowly, owing to 


the confusion prevailing at Queenstown, where most of 
the survivors were landed. 
No information was avail- 


able as to how many of the Americans on the Lusitania 
had gone down. Stories told by survivors seemed to 
confirm the earlier report that the Lusitania had been 
struck by two torpedoes. 


Ambassador Gerard at Berlin was directed to make in- 


quiry of the German government concerning the sinking 
of the Lusitania. While the situation is regarded at 
Washington as a serious one, on account of the loss of 
American lives, it is expected the government will 
await the receipt of official information from Germany 
before deciding upon further steps.

658, while there were

aboard the great liner when she was 
attacked. Of those who were saved, 
695 were landed at Queenstown and 
11 at Kinsale, while 52 others are re- 
ported to be aboard a steamer. All 
but one of the rescue fleet of tor- 
pedo boats, tugs and trawlers which 
went out from Queenstown have re- 
ported. 
There is a 
slender 
hope 


that fishing boats may have rescued 
a few more. 


In addition to the living 
brought 


ashore, the bodies of 45 who died of 


injuries or were drowned, have been 
landed at Queenstown. It has been 
reported that an armed trawler ac- 
companied by two fishing boats has 
picked up 100 others. 


The work of compiling a list of 


those saved is progressing slowly be- 
cause f>i the indescribable confusion 
at Queenstown, but apparently few 
first cabin passengers are among the 
survivors. The United States consul

The Weather Bureaus started in the 


last of April to issue weekly forecasts 
for the special benefit of farmers and 
dealers in perishable goods. 


Weather conditions are very deli- 


cately balanced. 
They are exceeding- 


ly sensitive to changes in conflicting 
forces, by which they are easily mod- 
ified. 
So the best made predictions 


are frequently entirely upset. 
Farm-

eral way that storms and cold 
and
